total debt of the province had increas- 
* ed a. total of $17,961,730 during 1921,

And to the extent that the enact- | 
ments of the Legislatures and Parliament in this respect are being flouted | 
- and violated, all law is weakened and a premium placed on law-breaking 
and lawlessness.. Surely, the man or woman who winks at the violation of 
one law has failed to appreciate the fact that he or she is thereby undermin- 
ing all the forces of law and order which exist for his or her protection. 

In view of the failure of most people ‘to regard the prohibition laws seri- | 
ously, and the very apparent lack of any public conscience on the issue, one 
would be inclined to think that the people had changed their. views and that 
there is no such thing as any pronounced public opinion on the question. 
Nevertheless it is cone eded in all quar ters that there is strong public opinion 
in favor of prohibition, and that if the question was again submitted to a 
vote of the people prohibition would be overwhelmingly sustained. 

Under these circumstances it is imperative that all good, law-abiding 
eltizens abandon their present. indifference.on the subject of the violation 
of the liquor laws. It is.essential if the law be kept on the statute books | 
that it be observed. That can only be done through a united public opinion 
backing up the law, and actively co-operating with the representatives of con- 
stituted authority in seeing that it is respected.

tion of a trench silo. He said: 

“During recent years it has not 
een a very serious problem to make 
money in dairying inasmuch as the 
prices of butter and cream and 
whole milk have been ruling relu- 
tively high during that time, and 
the man who gave his business the 
serious consideration which it should 
receive has been able to show a 
satisfactory returh on his invest: 
ment. 

“However, with the decline in 
@| Values of al) dairy products which 
g| hae taken place during the last 12 

months. and which, according to 

certain forecasts will continue for 
another six months, the question of 

Teducing, costs of production be- 

comes @ very. live and important 

problem, } . 

“Cattle give best results - when 
supplied with an abundance of -suc- 
culent fodder. June pastures have 
erereantly been named as the ideal 
condition for economical production 
of milk and beef. If by a system of 
pickling grasses or similar fodders 
we can make them available for a 
much lounger period or even during 
the entire season when good gras 
is out of season, we wil) have accom 

Asean a result which wil] contri 
ute toward the production of maxi 
mum quantities of milk and butter 
fat at minimum costs. Such a result 
can be achieved by the use of silos 
and silage crops. 

“The sunflower. will set aside 
some of the objections which might 
be raised to the other ensilage crops 
First, it is superior to corn for dry 
areas, as it outyields that crop dur- 
ing years of low precipitation. It is 
a crop which responds quickly to an 
increase-in rainfall or to irrigation, 
as we have secured yields of over 34 
and a half tons of sunflowers to the 
acre on irrigated ground, while this 
season We secured a yield of 12 tons: 
to the acre on dry land and during # 
.very dry season. Second; on. the 
‘Other hand. the sunflower crop ger 
minates and grows at a lower tem. 

rature than corn. and resists frost 
in spring and fall, thus enjoying in 
this climate a much longer growing 
season than curn. 

‘This crop, because of its weight 

r cubic foot. can be safely stored 
in the trench silo. Such a type of 
silo brings this class of fodder with 
in the reach of thousands of dairy. 
men. It means more than this to 
many. farmers, for many of them 
will now he enabled to engage in 
mixed farming. keep’ dairy cattle, 
and thus stay on the land and get 
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advent of this crop they were fac. 
ing defeat and despair. : 
Other Silos . 

“In recommending the trench silo, 

J do not for a moment disparage any 
of.the types of silos now in use as a 
means of storing feed. ‘They have 
one disadvantage, however, and that 
is that they cost money. The trench 
silo affords a method of storing feed 
which .is inexpensive apart from 
labor, and most men who are strug 
giing to get on their feet are willing 
to make an expenditure of their own 

labor in order to achieve success. 

“The quality of the feed so stored 
appears to be quite equa) to that 
stored in the oniinary silo. It may 
be argued that there {is # certain loss 
ef moisture by drainage,.and the

‘I am certain that the silage store 
ed in'the trench wil) give excellent 
results, a8 we are now feeding some 
sixty-five late summer and fall 
calves in the open on sunflower sik 
age from the trench silo. These 
calves are raaking excellent growth, 
and I have seen no thriftier lot this 
year nor at nae time My argument 
is, therefore, that even though there 
may be some loss of. food value 
through moisture which drains away 
from the trench silo, the fodder 
which remains is highly nutritious 
and superior to any fodder ordin 
arily available. 

; Construction 

“The method of construction of 
the trench silo is simple. I[t consists 
of an excavation on a fairly well- 
drained site. It is not lined with 
cement or. lumber. nor is it provided 
with curbing to permit the filling of 
the silo above the surface.  [t is sim- 
ply an excavation. It is about eight 
feet deep, sixteen feet wide and can 
be as long as desired, depending 
upon the size of the herd and the 
materia] to be stored. It is fed off 
one end, like a loaf of bread. The 
daily capacity per anima) is from 
forty to fifty pounds, depending on 
the quantities of straw, hay or grain, 


if any, which is being fed. The weight | 


of a cubic foot of ensilage in a trench 
wil) average about 35 pounds, and 
based on the above figures the 
length of the silo required to accom- 
modate sufficient feed for the herd 
can be readily determined, The cut- 
ting box was set up outside the 
trench, and a short length of pipe 
and the hood provided the necessary 
piping. The silage was distributed 
and well tramped This year the 
trench was filled only to the level of 
the ground, when it was well-covere 
ed with straw from. an old stack 
bottom. I think it would be an im- 
Drovement to round up the silage 
above the level of the ground a cou- 
ple of fect, keeping it well tramped 
for two or three days When the 
silage has finished settling the 
trench would then be approximately 
full. The straw or other covering 
‘to be used could then be put on, 
The trench method of storing has 
kept the silage with crac tioally no 
loss and the quality of the fodder, 
as | have already said, is first-class, 
Conditions Demand Economy. 
“Conditions demand the strictest 
economy in the handling of any of 
our fodder propositions, and if the 
dairyman is prepared to do some 
manual labor in the way of cutting 
the crop by hand, the only equi 
ment that he will require in order to 
provide his stock with ensilage in 
abundance is a cutting box, the pure 
chase‘ of which could be handled by 
the community or a group of fare 
mers, so that the cost would be a 
very smal) amount for each member 
of the “Silo Association” as it might. 
be termed. 
. “In. conclusion | simply want to 


point. out that this matter has been . 


sufficiently tested to remove doubt 
as to its feasibility. We have at 
hand in western Canada means by

How many an illness is due to self- 
ish excess! How often the decay of a 
once powerful company is due to 
its abuse of privilege and disregard 
of the interests and opinion of the 
community it ought to serve! The 
company or business enterprise that 
lives for itself and is not conducted 
ultimately with an eye to its useful- 
ness to. the community is an _ un- 
healthy business and a source of in- 
stability. It incorporates a wrong 
ideal of conduct, and, sooner or later, 
is bound to come in conflict with 
public opinion, to its own ultimate 
ruin; That business which desires 
a good old.age must be conducted in 


- a spirit of service—service to the 


community, and service to the pub- 


‘lic. ’ It will be conducted all the 


better if it is virile and progressive, 
full of initiative and new ideas, free 
from red tape, official rules, cast- 
iron precedents and regulations, but 
it ought always to be conducted in 
the spirit of good citizenship. 

\ The tendency toward state owner- 
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the cardinal policy of good business. 
If we keen in mind that we are, 
above all, servants of the public, we 
cannot go far wrong. ' Our objeet is 
to supply the. needs and contribute 
to the well-being of the people, out 
clients. We may be as Savannee & , 
as full of initiative, as inventive 
ideas and methods as ppssible, and 
this initiative is best fostered if we 
can count on a reasonable reward, 
but if we keep SERVICE as our 
watchword, our individuality wilt 
always be guided in the right direc- 
tion. Such a spirit will conduce 
more than anything else to success 
but the success will not be achieved 
at the cost of the public welfare, and 
it will obviate all likelihood of the 
public wasting time, energy and 
money in attempting to run yout 
business for you. 

_ If I may be permitted to give an 
instance from the history of 
company which I have the honer te 
serve, | should like to illustrate my 
argument from the case of the Sane 
adian Pacific Railway. That rail- 
way holds the unique record of. bee 
ing the only large private railway 
enterprise in the world that escaped 
the fate of being taken over by.its 
government even ‘temporarily as 
result of the Great War. ‘My firm 
belief is that its immunity was due 
to the impregnable position it held 
in the confidence of the ple of 
Canada through its vessea’ of ser- 
vice ever since its construction as @ 
transcontinental railway. One of 
the startling and at the time much 
criticized posters with which Van 
Horne placarded the country in the 
early days read: : 


“Parisian Politeness on the 
-PR” 


io make a profit from the conduct 
of any of its enterprises. 

A private enterprise, even when 
operating a public utility like a rail- 
road, has the stimulus of profit to 
spur it'to a fruitful activity, but if 
profits fail and losses occur through 
misfortune or mismanagement it 
must bear its own burdens. It is 
generally believed by business men 
that no undertaking run by govern- 
ment can stand the full test of pro- 
fit making and proper conservation 
of the plant. Reports of profits 
from operations generally. overluok 
depreciation, reserves, intereat on 
capital and an allowance for the 
equivalent of the taxes paid by pri- 
vate undertakings. From a strict 
accounting view, most, if not al! 
government business undertaking$ 
operate at a loss and would be wiped 
out were it not for the direct and 
indirect support of the public treas- 
ury. There may be circumstances 
in which: such operation at a loss is 
justified by public interests, but <it 
is hard for a business man to con- 
ceive of such a system being gen- 
eralized without being reminded 
that the inhabitants of a certain is- 
land made a living by taking in one 
another’s. washing. 

Government Interference Should 

. Be Limited nites 

The business man must always 
bear in mind that it is himself and 
his fellow taxpayers who bear the 
burden cf experimentation in the 
field of government industry. If th- 
assumption of government. contro! 
were to take place progressively, as 
‘some enthusiasts desire, the time 
might come when, with only a part 
of the nation’s industries national- 
ized, staggering burdens of taxatior 
would crush the profit out of all. the 
rest. 

War's Effect on Business Structure 

For a time the necessities of gov- 
ernments during the Great War 
seemed to upset all precedents. The 
governments of the belligerent pow- 
ers believed it. to be necessary to 
take: a large part in directing the 
economic activity of the people in 
the production ‘and’ distribution of 
goods and in many cases to assume 
complete control of it. Those who 
in earlier years had argued for ex- 
tension of government intervention 
in business affairs found in these 
events a vindication of their posi 
tion. Those who had steadfastly in- 
sisted upon the inefficiency of gov- 
ernment agencies in practical busi- 
ness affairs: harbored the fear that 
so many steps had been taken to- 
ward government intervention that 
it might not be possible to retrace 
them. 7 ‘ j 
Neither hope nor fear was justi- 
fied by the outcome. Both sides for- 
got that these were emergency 
measures likely to be abandoned 
when the needs from which they 
were born ceased to exist. They 
overiooked the fact that this govern- 
ment action, though intended to en- 
hance economic efficiency, gave that 
idea a very limited scope and con- 
centrated on the single purpose of 
winning the war, brushing aside all 
other considerations. They’ failed to 
pefceive that when peace came the 
public would no longer be-impressed: 
by the mere fact that the govern- 
ment had done certain things, but 
would begin to inquire how well. it 
had accomplished them. 

War Measures Tested by Business 
_ Standards 

The fact is that these war meas- 
ures never were judged by ordinary 
business standards and ought not to 
have beeh’so measured. , Into these 
standards the element of cost al- 
ways enters as a vital factor. In 
the throes of war we did not al- 
ways have time to count the costs. 
The thing of importance was the 
result attained. hatever success 
these measures might have had was: 
due to the spirit in which they were 
received by the people, who silenced 
every other demand than national 
needs and accepted any inconveni- 
ence to trade or industry as a patri- 
otic duty. . Baga Neg Hh f
